Care of Young Chicks. 
This is the concluding article /it 
the series started a few days ago. 
“When started the chicks 
will 
generally hatch rapidly, and you 
cab watch how they act. Should 
they crowd to the front of the ma­ 
chine, cut the heat down rather 
than give too much ventilation, but 
do ut stifle them for want of air. 
When a number are hatched put 
them into the compartments pro­ 
vided for that purpose, or if none 
are provided place them in the 
brooder. Do this quickly each time 
and so avoid cooling the eggs that 
have not yet hatched. 
“The chicks will need nothing 
but warmth and the groper amount 
of clean, warm air for 
the 
first 
twenty-four hours. After this I place 
water beforet them, after wanning 
it up a little. I also place grit be­ 
fore them at this time, but usual­ 
ly the grit is scarcely touched for 
some litle time more. After thirty- 
six hours I give the mtheir first 
feed, lit is perhaps as well for the 
amateur to purchase prepared chick 
feeds for his chicks until they pass 
the danger period, but in the ab­ 
sence of this the first feeding can 
be of fresh cornbread crumbled into 
'buttermilk. Do not make 
it 
too 
mushy, and do not give any feed 
before laving grit. Feed about six 
times th© first day, but give each 
time only ab^ut what they will eat 
up in ten mmtues. Continue feed­ 
ing six times a day for a week, 
then four times a day for about 
two (weeks, 
and afterward 
only 
twice a day. After the first day’s 
feeding I feed hardboiled eggs with 
the other feed, chopping them up 
finely, shell and all. These may be 
eggs culled from 
the 
incubator. 
This culling has not 'been mention­ 
ed, ‘but should be done, as an in­ 
fertile egg in the incubator will be 
cold, and if you take the tempera­ 
ture of the eggs over it you get an 
erroneous idea as to the tempera­ 
ture of the rest. Of course, the em­ 
bryos that die in the shell should 
be entirely destroyed. 
After the 
first wieek I feed clean fresh table 
scraps of nearly any sort, but not 
too much meat scraps at first. 
“When chicks are 
very 
young 
watch them in the brooder careful­ 
ly, If they crowd to the center, al­ 
low more heat. If they crowd to the 
walls give a little more heat, but 
always allow 
proper 
ventilation. 
After they are three weeks old you 
will not have to watch the brood­ 
er so carefully, but it is never good 
to overheat .Except in extreme cold, 
give the rn some 
freedom 
outside 
the brooder after the third week, 
until they no longer care for the 
heat of the brooder.”

one of the scientists on the com­ 
mission has an established reputa­ 
tion for leadership in his own se­ 
lected specialty.

Rockefeller 
Foundation invited the commisison 
to the United States as the guests 
of the Foundation, and after the 
Commission has made a tour of in­ 
specting the leading medical centers 
in the United States, they will re­
